THE NORTHERN SOUP SOCIETY. : 

The Northern Soup Society having closed their 
operations for the season, cofsider t due hes the 
public (to whose liberality they have been inde bt- 
ed for the means of relieving the distresvex of ther 
fellow creatures) to furnish them with a staiement 
of their proceedings, ia order that an estsmate may 
be formed of the usefulness of the imstituton, and 
its claims to future support. The Soup House 
was opened on the 1ith of 12th month. (Dec } and 
closed on the 11th of 3d month (March,) mekmg 
79 days of distribution : during wiech time 200 
families, consisting of 529 adults and 555 children, 
were gratuitously supped under r.- «nmenda- 
tions from respectable sources. Of those relieved, 
48 adults and 47 children were persons of color.— 
The quantity of soup gratuitously distributed was 
16,6644 quarts, to which, adding 537} quarts sold 
make the whole amount 17.2.2 quarts, or an 
average of nearly 218 quarts per diem, the cost 
of which was less that 2 cents per quart. Thus 
864 persous have been furnished with a whole- 
some and nutritious diet, duriag a season of the 
year when those disposed to labor find a cifficul- 
ty im procuring employment, for a sum luile ex- 
ceeding $300.

Our Ma ket is abundantly supplied with shad 
at this early part of the season.— This delicate ar- 
ticle of fuod may be obtemed for (4 a 124 cents a 
piece. They are large, and very fat, and afford a 
rich repast for the epicygre. We notice that in the 
Boston market, as bigh as one dollar and Gifty cents 
has been given for a single Shad within the previ- 
ous week.
